Huron tax bills 
in the mail 

Residents of Huron 
Township will be receiving 
some very unwelcome news 
in the mail this week. 

According to Township 
Treasurer Christine Gum- 
bar. tax bills will be arriving 
at local residences this week, 
and she doesn’t expect tax- 
payers to be happy with the 
increase in tax assessments 
this year. 

Township Supervisor 
Richard Sullivan explained 
that last year the approval of 
jS?ublic Act 114 necessitated 
increase ot taxes by 24 
percent on residential prop- 
erty within the township. 

“While the board reduced 
the local millage by IMi per- 
cent and the county reduced 
the water and sewer rate by 
0.5 percent, the addition of 1 
mill for 24-hour police protec- 
tion and the passage of Act 
114 gave us a 24 percent in- 
crease,’’ he said. 

“The millage is down but 
the taxes are up because of 
the new factor. We tried to get 
a freeze, but couldn’t. Taxes 
went down % of a mill but are 
still up by 24 percent , ” he con- 
cluded.

Cantrell seeks Attorney General opinion 


‘Who has jurisdiction over 
‘accounts payable 9 function? 


Which department — the city clerk’s 
or the finance — should have responsi- 
bility over “accounts payable?” 

In a recent council debate, newly- 
elect city clerk Raymond Cantrell 
argued that that function of city busi- 
ness was mandated by the City Charter 
to his department Mayor William Oak- 
ley disagrees. 

Now, Cantrell has asked for an Attor- 
ney General s opinion. 

“It is true that prior to taking office I 
had discussed with the mayor the ques- 
tion of accounts payable ,” Cantrell 
said, “and that we agreed there had 
been a problem in the past, however. I 
believe that that function is clearly the 
city clerk s and not the mayor s.” 

Cantrell said that the city attorney 
agrees that the Clerk’s Office has cer- 
tain responsibilities as far as accounts 
payable goes — prescribed by the City 
Charter. He (city attorney) points out 
that it is the mayor’s warrant and the 
mayor has the authority as to how it 
should be handled 

“However, the attorney rendering an 
opinion of what the mayor is to do is an 
attorney who is hired by the mayor and 
therefore could be biased, and that is 
why 1 have referred this question to the 
Attorney General ’s Office via State Rep 
Edward Mahalek for an unbiased opin- 
ion,” Cantrell added 

Cantrell stressed that the City Charter 
is specific when it comes to obligations 


and responsibilities of each section and 
division of government and . “I conclude 
that the City Charter pinpoints certain 
obligations that are to be performed by 
the City Clerk’s office and among them 
are to receive all the invoices and to au- 
dit them and prepare them for city 
council.” 

In his letter addressed to Mahalek to 
be handed to the Attorney General, Can- 
trell states that . . “shortly after 1 was 
elected as City Clerk, the Mayor of the 


city has created a problem which has 
placed me, I believe, in a position which 
would prohibit me from performing my 
duties under the City Charter. 

“I would appreciate if you would re- 
quest an immediate opinion from the 
Attorney General, Frank Kelley, to de- 
termine the correct interpretation of the 
City Charter so that we may proceed to 
conduct thfc city ’s business in an orderly 
fashion and within the framework of the

‘Rerun’ 

Council fails 
to select 
cable TV firm 

Although the cast was different, the dramatic ending was almost 
the same last week as City Council again failed to award the cable 
TV franchise to one of three competing firms. A simple majority of 
council voted to allow Comcast Cablevision to construct Romulus 
cable TV, however, the City Charter mandates that council must 
have five votes in order to approve an ordinance. 


The vote was a repeat of last month’s 
climactic decision by the former council 
of which four members either didn’t 
chose to seek re-election or were unsuc- 
cessful in their bids for re-election in the 
Nov. 3 General Election. 

Last Tuesday, councilman Jimmie- 
Raspberry asked but failed to get sup- 
port to “table” the decision on the cable 
TV franchise, setting the stage for the 
drama. 

Then, newly-elect councilman Peter 
Bergeon moved to instruct the city 
attorney to enter into an agreement with 
Comcast to build the cable TV network, 
and he received support from col- 
leagues Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann 
Block, Barry Baumann, and Alan Lam- 
bert. 

Casting opposition to the Bergeron 
motion were Raspberry, Fred Junior 
Block and John Lewkowicz. 

Again, as she did last month. Mayor 
Pro Tern Banks decided the motion had 
fliled, 4-3. She pointed out that a “sim- 
ple majority” was not sufficient for a 
motion to receive ordinance status. 

City Attorney Charles Lowther con- 
firmed that the charter does specifically 
state that “that an ordinance does re- 
quire two-thirds of the majority of coun- 
cil voting in favor of it to be adopted.” 

Comcast is competing against two riv- 
al companies — Omnicom of Michigan. 
Inc., and Barden Cablevision — for the 
local franchise. 

Romulus remains the only commun- 
ity in the area that has not begun con- 
struction of its cable TV system. Cable 
TV has been on the council drawing 
board for the past 1 Vz years, but because 
of the city charter requirement that 
council must have at least five votes to 
give an ordinance legality, council re- 
mains deadlocked. 

Ironically, the delay may be a bles- 
sing in disguise. The message that coun- 
cil is sending out to the competing com- 
panies is that it will not rush into any 
agreement with any firm until all the 

data and information is in.

Meanwhile, Romulus residents must 
wait. 

Council has not set a date to resume 
cable TV debate.

Therefore, we re mak- 
ing a last minute plea to our residents 
and business community for additional 
help.” 

Wilhide said that contributions may 
be either mailed or dropped off at the 
City Hall. Checks should be made pay- 
able to the Goodfellows, in care of City 
Hall, Romulus. Wilhide pointed out that 
one of the reasons why there have been 
so many urgent requests for help is be- 
cause of the ailing economy 

“We ll be going through all of the re- 
quests from the families and those who 
are eligible w ill receive gift certificates 
that are redeemable at local stores.” 

Wilhide said that the Goodfellows 
can’t accept any more requests after 
Dec. 15. “This way it will give us time to 
go through the applications and prepare 
the certificates for those who are 
eligible.” 

Wilhide’s firefighters also received 
plaudits from the chief and Mayor Wil- 
liam Oakley for “their work and con- 
tribution to the community”. Firefigh- 
ters — - who made up a volunteer force — 
each year stage a friendly competition 
to see which station can decorate their 
fire hall the best, according to the fire 
chief.

Van Buren warns 
state: don’t dump 
toxic waste here 


Wayne County Commissioners in a 
joint meeting chaired by Paul G. Cit- 
kowski , warned the state that it will go to 
court if necessary to halt the dumping of 
39,000 cubic yards of toxic wastes in a 
Van Buren Township landfill. 

Dr Larry Holcomb. Executive 
Secretary of the Michigan Toxic Subst- 
ance Control Commission . attending the 
joint meeting of the County's General 
Government, Public Works and Human 
Resources Committees, said the state 
will take whatever measures are neces- 
sary — if we have enough money — to 
protect the public health by the fastest 
means possible 

“At present.” he explained, “the State 
has appropriated $1 3 million to dispose 
of the waste and the Van Buren site is an 
approved landfill. An alternative site 
near Chicago will cost an additional $2 
million,” he added. “If the State Legisl 
ature appropriates the extra funds then 


we’ll change our plans.” 

Van Buren residents started picketing 
the nearby landfill two weeks ago in pro- 
test, the township board opposes the 
dumping and township police have 
promised to escort any trucks carrying 
the poisonous wastes out of town 
The meeting w f as the result of a resolu- 
tion by Commissioner Arthur M. Carter 
demanding an investigation into the 
planned dumping of toxic wastes from 
the Berlin and Farro site near Swartz 
Creek, ten miles southeast of Flint 
The wastes were originally taken 
from the Hooker Chemical Company in 
Flint for incineration at the Berlin and 
Farro landfill The site has since been 
abandoned when the company went 
bankrupt The Berlin Farro site con 
tains soils and sludges contaminated by 
C56, a pesticide component suspected of 
being a cancer agent

Toll gates in Metropark? 

No way say Huron trustees 


A resolution of the Wayne County 
Road Commission has drawn prompt 
and unanimous opposition from mem- 
bers of the Huron Township Board of 
Trustees. 

The road commission, in a resolution 
delivered to the township clerk Mary 
Lou Carey last wfeek, has proposed the 
abandonment of Huron Valley Parkway- 
Drive within the township allowing the 
Huron Clinton Metropark Authority to 
place toll gates at each end of the road. 

“This road, which incidentally. I have 
never heard called the Huron Valley 
Parkway Drive, was built with tax- 
payers’ money — and now they want to 
charge the taxpayers a toll to drive on 
it.” said Carey “We are the taxpayers 
who paid to put up that road and now 
they want us to pay to use it . ” she added 

Township Supervisor Richard Sulli- 
van was equally distressed by the prop- 
osal 

I would like to instruct our township 
attorney to seek an injunct ion to prevent 
the closing of Huron Valley Parkway 
Drive." he said People have a right to 
go through there This township has 
been raped and ravished by that park 
authority for years If I don ’t die of apo- 


plexy, they are going to be my target for 
reform,” he said. 

Trustee Gary Bates inquired as to the 
chances the township might have in a 
legal manuever to s obtain an injunction 
to prevent the erection of the toll gates 
planned by the park authority. 

Township Attorney Richard James 
admitted he felt there was less than a 50 
percent, less perhaps than a 25 percent 
chance, of obtaining an injunction to 
prevent the action 

Perhaps a compromise can be 
reached We might have a better chance 
in a lawsuit.” he suggested 

Bates commented to the board that. 
“We’ve been dealt out of this political- 
ly I feel it’s very important we repre- 
sent the citizens in this matter, but I feel 
we can’t spend tax money foolishly — 
let’s try to negotiate and not spend a 
million dollars ” 

James explained that one of the bases 
for the abandonment of the road com- 
monly known as Parkway Drive in the 
township, was no use by the general 
public” and that perhaps a law suit could 
be instituted contesting the validity of 
that premise 

That road, the land under that road, 
belongs to the township we have own- 
ership said Bates emphatically 


Trustee William Geierman suggested 
that Sullivan meet with representatives 
of the road commission and the park au- 
thority to attempt to reach some type of 
agreement before legal action was 
necessary. 

Sullivan explained that “lam not real- 
ly of the temperament to meet with 
these people, but I will try to see what 
can be done They have a propensity for 
deceit,” he commented 
The board unanimously accepted the 
motion for legal action to prevent the 
closing of the road and the erection of 
toll gates 
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Faust goes to Washington 


State can ’t pay $1 billion debt 


LANSING — Senate Majority Leader 
William Faust (D -Westland) will meet 
with President Ronald Reagan and offi- 
cials from the National Conference of 
State Legislatures (NCSL) in Washing- 
ton. D C. this week to enlist their aid in 
getting Michigan’s SI billion unemploy- 
ment compensation debt reduced 
Senate Minority Leader Robert 
VanderLaan will also make the trip 
“We are pleased to have this oppor- 
tunity to meet with the President to seek 
his help in resolving this fiscal crisis, " 
Faust said We would welcome his sup- 
port in our effort to reduce this debt . he 
added. 

Michigan owes the money to the feder- 
al government, having been forced to 
borrow many times over the past few 
years from the federal unemployment 
compensation fund in order to continue 
paying unemployment compensation 
benefits to thousands of unemployed 
workers. 


“The debt is coming due and we can- 
not pay it Faust said I n fact , the eco- 
nomic conditions which necessitated the 
borrowing in the first place are getting 
worse and it is expected that Michigan 
will be forced to borrow an additional 
S170 million this year and possibly $400 
million next year ." 

Since the state cannot pay the money 
back, it will have to be repaid through a 
federal unemployment tax penalty 
assessed against every business in 
Michigan • That surely will not help our 
efforts to attract new business to 
mMiehigan. ’ Faust said 

I believe that the National Confer- 
ence of State Legislatures can be very 
effective in helping us lobby for federal 
legislation which will ease this huge bur- 
den." Faust said He added that the 
issue is scheduled to be addressed dur- 
ing the State-Federal Assembly of the 
NCSL that is taking place this week in 
Washington, 


Faust pointed out that Michigan is not 
alone in its plight of being deeply in debt 
to the federal government because of 
borrowing from the unemployment 
compensation fund. Fourteen states, the 
District of Columbia. Puerto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands currently owe S6.2 bil- 
lion to the federal government because 
of loans from the unemployment com- 
pensation fund 


“I believe it is imperative to pursue 
alternatives which will alleviate our 
current and future need for borrowing 
and the burden of debt repayment." 
Faust said 


Specifically, the Majority Leader is 
calling for federal legislation that will . 

( • ) establish a national program to reim- 
burse states for some portion of extraor- 
dinary benefit costs caused by national 
recessionary conditions; (2) postpone 
debt repayment requirements when the 
state's unemployment rate reaches a 
certain level; and (3) allow states to 
lvoid the penalty tax by repaying the 
amount of the tax from their trust funds. 

By working with other states 
through the NCSL, I think we could be 
effective in convincing Congress of the 
need to pass this type of legislation as 
soon as possible," F. ust said.

Jerry Fore, representing the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, comment- 
ing on Young’s statement, said the pos- 
sibility that the State would construct 
toxic waste sites in the near future 


“were slim/* 

Dr Holcomb, at the mercy of the 
State s appropriations committee, said 
he was attempting to get additional 
funds to move the waste out of state, and 
could understand the feelings of the pub- 
lic. His assertion, however, that Van 
Buren was the only site in Michigan 
approved for disposal of such material, 
was rejected by Fore who told commis- 
sioners there are at least 54 other land- 
fills in the state and two in Wayne Coun- 
ty that could accommodate the sludge 

When attorney John W Voelpel, rep- 
resenting the Wayne Disposal Com- 
pany, owners of the Van Buren landfill, 
told commissioners their client was no 
longer willing to accept the waste. Hol- 
comb reminded him that Public Act 1 16 
required the company to abide by his 
commission's orders. 


Is that correct? ” asked Citkowski 
It is our opinion/’ replied Voelpel. 
that the Act does not allow the Michi- 
gan Toxic Substance Control Commis- 
sion to require a company to accept any- 
thing. There are serious constitutional 
questions involved here.” 

Pat Cullin, Van Buren Township Su-

Huron's Hand Drain gets cleaning 


...And trustees are pleasantly surprised 


CHIEF WILHIDE 


Christmas may have arrived a bit ear- 
ly in sections of Huron Township — w ith 
Wayne County Drain Commissioner 
Charles Youngblood playing the role of 
Santa 

Township resident James Whited in- 
formed members of the Huron 
Township Board of Trustees that Wayne 
County Drain Commission workers 
were in the process of cleaning portions 
of the Hand drain between Inkster and 
Grix Road. “They told my son they were 
going to keep cleaning right up to Mid- 
dlebelt,” Whited said 


Whited’s announcement followed a re- 
port by Township Engineer Jerry Jar- 
rett at the Dec. 9 meeting of the board 
Jarrett had been instructed by the board 
to investigate complaints of Hooding 
and poor drainage in the township at a 
meeting last month 
Residents had cited instances of year- 
round Hooding and blocked portions of 
drains and requested that the board 
members take some action to relieve the 
situation they described as “un- 
sanitary ” 

Jarrett’s report confirmed the com- 


plaints and once again suggested the 
cleaning of portions of the Hand Drain 
providing for the removal of two feet of 
sediment along a three-quarter mile 
section. Jarrett estimated the cost of the 
project at $20-$25,000. 

“I don’t think residents exaggerated 
the problem at our last meeting.” the 
engineer said. There are homes in the 
area where the residents must just wait 
with their boots on if it starts to rain , ” he 
added. 

In his w r ritten report. Jarrett had cited 
the condition of the draius in the vicinity 


worn on the firefighter’s belt. 

“We have between five to seven men 
available in each area every day, 24- 
hours a day,” Wilhide said, “and our 
response time to a fire is about 2** mi- 
nutes. In fact, our people have orders 
that if five minutes go by and a truck in 
the area hasn’t responded, they are to 
call a back-up station, and this has hap- 
pened only three times in the 21 years 
I’ve been here. 

“My Wn are the best and they sin- 
cerely care about this city,” Wilhide 
added. 

Although they are a volunteer force, 
the men are compensated if they are out 
on a run Wilhide points out “that, for 
every hour my men get paid, they spend 
several hours without compensation.” 

Would he prefer a full-time, paid fire 
department. 

J “No way,” he replied. “Most people 
'Would give their front teeth for the kind 
of men and people we have in our city .”

4 ‘ I don t know whose responsible — I ’d 
love to take credit for this but I guess we 
can’t,’’ said Township Supervisor 
Richard Sullivan with a smile. 

Sullivan told the audience that he and 
the board were aware that the drain 
commission action was a temporary 
measure, “but if it will help you — that ’s 
fine.” he said.

Mrs. Reinas questioned Jarrett’s 
theory that the Hand cleaning would 
provide a small retention basin or drain 
off the water before it could reach the

Sullivan explained that the board felt 
they had to do something with the Hand 
Drain — * our engineer has stated that it 
will help, but not solve the problem, but 
first let’s find out what the drain com- 
mission is going to do and I offer my 
thanks to whoever went to the drain 
commissioner or got them to finally take 
some action,” he concluded.

Tiger Milt Wilcox strikes 


Tiger pitcher Milt Wilcox had a large 
audience Tuesday night but failed in his 
bid to get Township Board approval for 
mechanical amusement devices for his 
pizza parlor in Canton. 

Well, it’s not exactly his pizza parlor 
either It belongs to a friend and the 
store is Vinnie’s Place in Kings How 
Center at Warren and Lilley Roads. 

It seems that Vinnie is having a terri- 
ble time selling pizzas and Wilcox and a 
friend are trying to help Vinnie save his 
business. Milt’s mother even loaned 
Vinnie $3,000 to help him keep his head 
above financial water 

But in iheir efforts to help the finan- 
cially-plagued pizza man, Wilcox, his 
friend. Mike Kallen, and Mrs Wilcox 
may have inadvertently moved too fast. 

Wilcox proposes to remodel the ex- 
isting Vinnie’s Pizza Carry-out Res- 
taurant into a family entertainment cen- 
ter. It would consist of a sit-down Ita- 
lian-style restaurant and a sophisti- 
cated video room for the entire family. 

The present store can have three 
machines without special permission, 
but each machine must be licensed. To 
have more than three machines, special 
approval must be received from the 
Township Board. 

According to discussion Tuesday 
night, it appears that three machines 
were used at first and did not have a 
license. Then someone brought in four 
more unlicensed games, in effect caus- 
ing two violations. They did not have 
licenses for the machines and they did 
not have board approval for more than 
four games 

Wilcox told the Township Board there 
were seven machines in the store but 
that only three were working now. He 
admitted that there were seven 
machines in the store at one time and 
that they were unlicensed. 

“We saw other such machines around 
Canton and they didn't have licenses, so 
we didn’t know they had to be licensed.” 
Wilcox said. “We had our application in 
for about a month. It seems we get the 
run-around, being sent from one depart- 
ment in Township Hall to another.’’ 

Supervisor Jim Poole said there were 
other building violations. “I was told 
there are cords strung all over the floor 
The Fire Chief said it was a fire 
hazard. ’’ Poole said. Poole then quoted 
Township Attorney Gerald Hemming to 
the effect that an “arcade” was an 


establishment with more than three 
machines and must go in C-3 zoning 
Vinnie’s Place is in C-2 zoning 

Wilcox and Kallen presented the 
Township Board with blueprints Tues- 
day night that call for 14 machines and 
28 chairs in the restaurant. Board mem- 
bers seemed impressed with the blue 
prints. 

However, Supervisor Poole was not 
impressed with Wilcox using unlicensed 
machines in the pi^a place. “I think it’s 
improper for this Board to negotiate 
approval with someone who has been 
breaking the law for the past two 
weeks.” Poole told his fellow Trustees. 
“You can do what you want to. but I’m 
not voting for this until the proper licens- 
ing is done ’’ 

Poole said that 90 to 95 percent of 
amusement devices and machines are 
not licensed in Canton. But it is still 
against the law and steps will be taken to 
rectify the situation as soon as 
possible.” 

Aaron Machnik. building official, 
said, “I think it is unwise to approve a 
license until it is determined whether 
this is proper in a C-2 zoning ’’ 

Trustee Larson had a different objec- 
tion. “I have a problem granting a 
license when we are in the midst of 
amending our amusement and arcade 
ordinance Since we are actually chang- 
ing Ordinance 88. it doesn’t seem very 
wise to have two arcades under two 
different sets of rules 

“I feel it would be much more prudent 
to postpone our decision until a meeting 
in January,” Larson said. 

Prior to Wilcox’s application being 
heard by the Board, Jamil Akhtar and 
Barbara Baldwin requested special 
land use approval for locating an arcade 
at 4000 Lilley Road, just south of Ford 
Road. There was a public hearing held 
on the item, during which Akhtar 
answered several questions from the 
Board. 

However. Akhtar said they had rented 
a building at 4100 Lilley Road to expand 
their business into a restaurant/arcade. 
Because of the last-minute change in 
location, because the police and fire de- 
partments had not completed their in- 
vestigations and because the arcade 
ordinance is still being reviewed, the 
Township Board voted to table the item 


Inkster police said today they have 
smashed a local burglary ring with the 
arrest of two adults and nine juveniles.

A suggestion from Huron Township 
Trustee Gary Bates nearly prompted a 
family squabble at the Dec 9 meeting of 
the board members 
Bates suggested the trustees re- 
evaluate the trash pick up schedule 
within the township as he had heard 
from several businessmen who were un- 
happy with the present system. 

Township Clerk Mary Lou Carey ex- 
plained to the board that the present sys- 
tem was instituted after a vote of the 
people and the present method was 
established at the wish of the general 
public 

Presently, the clerk explained, each 
resident is billed for $6.50 for trash pick 
up on the water bill for the residence. 

‘ And this rate hasn't been increased in 
several years,” she added 
The objections to the system came 
from local businessmen who were 
paying for both the residential pick-up 
and for a commercial firm to unload the 
dumpsters required for the trash at 
their business sites. 

•’The problem is that some people 
operate a business from a residential 
zone and have a dumpster They are also 


paying our township contractor — but 
we have always done this If the 
township contractor were to stop at cer- 
tain homes, people would have to pay 
much more for all this additional sche- 
duling,” the clerk expalined 

' Well. 1 guess I better stand up and let 
everybody know who they 're talking ab- 
out/ 1 said Harvey Carey, the clerk’s 
brother-in-law. 

*1 don’t think the system is fair Why 
are you pushing something down my 
throat when I'm buying something bet- 


ter,” Carey said 

Frank Marvasco agreed with Carey 
and explained that he. too. felt it was 
unfair. I resent payings man for some- 
thing he doesn’t do I don't put any trash 
in front of my house and I ’m still paying 
the man to pick it up,” he said. 

Bates repeated his suggestion that the 
board re-evaluate the present system 
when the present trash-pick up contract 
came up for bid I think we should take 
a good hard look at the situation,” he 
concluded

Planning Commission will have less

Township trustees agreed to elimin- 
ate one of he two regularly scheduled 
monthly meetings of the planning com- 
mission at the Dec. 9 meeting of the 
board. 

According to trustee and planning 
commission member Gary Bates, the 
commission meetings were now con- 
tinuing from 7:30 until past ll p.m. at 
each meeting.

AUDIENCE : Open floor discussion re : 1 . Presentation to Supervisor Cullin 
from Rosita Vance representing State Federation of Womans Clubs/Belle- 
ville Junior Study Club in appreciation for her assistance in the Van Buren 
Opportunity Game project. 2. Discussion regarding the news accounts of toxic 
waste burial at Wayne Disposal The following resolution was recommended 
by Supervisor Cullin for adoption by the bdard : 

WHEREAS ; Hooker Chemical . the original generator of the toxic material . 

has a suitable disposal vault near Muskegon, but is refusing to 
accept the waste until the State gives concessions asked for by 
Hooker Chemical, and 

WHEREAS ; Van Buren Township, having not received any tax monies from 
Companys producing this toxic waste, does not feel obligated 
in any way to accept toxic waste from elsewhere to endanger 
our community and communities around the area, and 
WHEREAS ; One of the overall highest rated solid landfill disposal facilities 
located in Van Buren Township, and 

WHEREAS; When the State of Michigan has a hazardous waste disposal 
problem they frequently site Wayne Disposal in Van Buren 
Township as the place to safely bury it, and 
WHEREAS ; Van Buren Township does not intend to be labeled the Toxic or 
hazardous waste dumping area of Michigan, and 
WHEREAS. The Toxic Substance Commission, specifically Larry Hol- 
comb, has interpreted Public Act 116 of 1978 to give them 
absolute final decree over our future 

NOW THEREFORE: Van Buren Township Board of Trustees does hereby 
forcibly oppose the decision by the Michigan Toxic Substance 
Control Commission to dispose of 39,000 cubic yards of a toxic 
substance (C-56 a highly toxic pesticide component and sus- 
pected carcinogen) generated by Hooker Chemical of Monta- 
gue and transported for disposal to Berlin-Farro Incineration 
Company of Swartz Creek at the Wayne Disposal Corporation 
Landfill located in our Township and, 

NOW. THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, THAT. Van Buren Township, will 
» legally and forcibly oppose any attempt to dispose of the fiir- 
lin-Farro toxic waste at Wayne Disposal in an attempt to re- 
solve one emergency in Swartz Creek to create yet another 
emergency in Van Buren Township, endangering the health 
and well being of the citizens, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, THAT, A copy of this resolution with petitions 
attached be sent to Governor Milliken. and the Toxic Subst- 
ance Control Commission, and a copy of only the resolution be 
sent to the Honorable Senator Faust, Honorable Representa- 
tive Owen, County Commissioner William Joyner, Howard 
Tanner. D.N.R., and Director Glen Brown. Wayne County 
Health Department.

Children, even more so than adults, 
have a penchant for exploring their own 
and one another’s orifices with both exo- 
tic and commonplace objects. Even as I 
write this article. Dear Reader, my 
youngest son (Jonathan is ten minutes 
younger than Adam) is attempting to 
perform delicate ear surgery on himself 
with a No. 2 lead pencil 
In medical school, one of the pearls of 
wisdom one always acquires during the 
rotation through pediatrics, deals with 
nasal foreign bodies in children. 

That is. if, when you walk into the ex- 
amining room the odor is foul enough to 
knock the buzzards off a septic tank, the 
kid probably has a nasal foreign body 
that the mother doesn’t know about (the 
only other reasonable possibility in this 
instance is that the mother’s religion 
forbids the use of soap on her own 
armpits, since armpits are sacred in 
many sparsely populated, and under- 
standably so. areas of the world). 

I have struggled with, agonized over, 
and cursed many seemingly unextract- 
able foreign bodies in orifices about the 
heads and necks in children — raisins, 
pencil erasers, kideny beans, finger 
nails, excrement, and even the myste- 
rious and exotic MacDonald’s french fry 


— have been the object of my often time- 
consuming and frustrating adventures 
in extraction 

Many’s the time that I vowed never to 
even think of the word raisin again 

In children, however, the only orifice 
into which foreign materials are placed 
which might be life-threatening is the 
mouth 

And the danger of such materials is 
twofold, in children particularly First, 
solid foreign bodies such as peanuts and 
other small objects can be aspirated into 
the respiratory tree of a toddler or small 
child and cause death by asphyxiation 


It is for this reason that such small 
objects be kept out of the reach of chil- 
dren under the age of three 
The second category of dangerous 
foreign bodies taken orally is chemical 
foreign bodies These may cause dam 
age by direct injury to the mouth and 
other areas of the alimentary tract . such 
as liquid drain cleaners ; or by chemical 
action on distant body systems, such as 
the respiratory depressant action of 
sleeping pills or tranquilizers unwitting- 
ly ingested by the curious toddler 
The lesson to be learned is that young 
children are very ‘ oral*’ (thank you Dr 


Freud) and will attempt to swallow any- 
thing from a station wagon to a diamond 
ring. 

Parents must . therefore, be very anal- 
compulsive (ditto. Dr Freud) in keep - 
ing the environment clear of agents 
which call kill or injure their offspring 

One of my future articles will deal 
with the orifices which adults find most 
satisfactory as receptacles for a variety 
of objects

Council should 
‘compromise on TV’ 

There is much commendable to say about the pace the Romu- 
lus City Council has established in awarding its cable TV fran- 
chise. Instead of leaping, council is deliberate in asking for and 
receiving all the data possible before it makes up its mind. 

Unlike some communities where accusations and counter- 
accusations ignited the cable drama , Romulus has steered clear 
from any hint of wrong doing. 

Council, commendably. has formed a wedge between it and 
the three competing Cabie TV companies - Comcast Cablevision , 
Omnicom of Michigan and Barden Cablevision of Inkster. 

However, the strains of two 4-3 votes is beginning to show on 
council, the city and its residents. Unlike surrounding communi- 
ties, Romulus’ City Charter provides and mandates that a sim- 
ple majority vote of council is not enough to give an ordinance 
legal status. 

It takes five votes. 

And none of the three competing firms appear to have the 
necessary votes to win what could be one of the most lucrative 
franchises in the area. 

It is obvious that neither side is ready to budge. 

Therefore, that great American ability to “compromise ” 
must be the key to breaking the deadlock. It is foolish for the 
council to continue on its present course and nobody will gain 
from this long delay and the frustrations it stirs. 

The city is losing revenues that cable TV eventually could 
bring in ; the residents are losing an opportunity to enjoy another 
media of entertainment and the services that cable can provide 
are being delayed. 

May we suggest - flipping a coin - if council can’t make up its 
mind the next time around.

Legislator explains 
‘no’ vote on HB S1 18 


A letter initiated by the Republican State Central 
Committee has recently taken a most unusual ac- 
tion: it has criticized me for voting in a manner 1 
believe will bring property tax relief to my consti- 
tuents. 

Specifically , I ’ve been criticized for voting against 
a Republican amendment to HB SU8. which accord- 
ing to the Republican Party, “would have required 
the state income tax personal exemption to be in- 
dexed to the inflation rate.’ I am then further criti- 
cized for voting in favor of HB S 118. • to hold down the 
revenues of local governments and school districts, 
and not government revenues ” 

I d like you to be aware of what the truth is regard- 
ing these bills, because the above attack is an in- 
credible distortion of the impact of the bill and the 
amendment in question First. HB Si 18 has been re- 
ferred to as the “truth-in-taxation” procedure. It 
would give down skyrocketing property taxes. 

Yes, HB SI 18 is a property tax relief bill not some 
mysterious statute to drive up local costs. It simply 
says that if property values in a community increase 
from year to year, that community must cut its prop- 
erty tax millage so that it only collects the same 
number of dollars from its citizens as it did thc\year 
before If the local officials wish to increase taxes, 
they have the authority and the responsibility— the 
local control— to do so. hut they must first inform 
their citizens by advertising their intent to do so. 
conducting a public hearing on the proposal and then 
taking a public vote to levy the higher taxes 
Make no mistake about it HB SU8 can offer signi- 
ficant hope for controlling the future growth of prop- 
erty taxes Interestingly enough, considering the 
source of this attack on my vote, governor Milliken 
also supports truth in taxation, and is expected to 
sign HB Si 18. if it is placed on his desk 
The amendment in question would not have in- 
dexed the personal exemption on the State income 


tax That would have been an unconstitutional 
amendment to HB Si 18. since it amends the Property 
Tax Act. not the income tax. 

That amendment in 
question was actually 
what is known as a tie- 
bar” amendment It 
simply said that even if 
passed. HB Si 18 could 
not become law unless 
HB 4865 was also passed 
and signed by the Gov- 
ernor HB 4865, accord- 
ing to the amendment’s 
supporters, would have 
indexed the personal ex- 
emption 

I voted against this amendment for several 
reasons: 

• First. HB 4865 was not before the House It was, 
in fact, still in committee and no one on the floor of 
the House could know what language it would actual 
ly contain if it were ever to come to the floor In that 
context, it would have been highly irresponsible to 
vote for such an iffv” amendment 

• Second, there was no guarantee that HB 4865 
ever would come to the floor or that it would pass if it 
did If the amendment had been adopted and if HB 
4865 subsequently failed to pass, it would have killed 
the truth-in-taxation procedure, and with it any hope 
of responsibly controlling local property tax growth 

The Republican supporters of the amendment 
knew all this, of course ; and I can only conclude that 
they were cynically and irresponsibly trying to cre- 
ate a partisan issue— so that their Stale Central Com- 
mittee could write letters such as this one to further 
distort the record of what went on

tragedy

As it unfolded from Sharon Bar- 
nett’s quivering voice, one could not 
believe the incredible story. 

It is a story of tragedy, and it made 
you nervous to hear the tragedy. 

There was a bowling benefit last 
Saturday to help raise money to de- 
fray the hospital costs incurred by 
Cindy Klein, a 45-year-old Belleville 
mother who is suffering from 
leukemia. 

Mrs. Kline is presently in the inten- 
sive care unit at one of the hospitals. 
Her friends — and relatives — got 
together at Lodge Lanes to bowl in 
the benefit. 

“We raised something like $650 for 
her,” Ms. Barnett said. ‘Everything 
seemed to be all right, then early 
Sunday morning we got the bad 
news.” 

The news wasn't about Cindy 
Kline. It was about her daughter-in- 
law’s brother. Peter Lannisse, a 21- 
year-old General Motors employee. 

It seems that after the bowling, 
Pete and a friend got into his car and 
began driving on the Willow Run Ex- 
pressway, heading for the ramp 
leading to eastbound 1-94. 

Anyone who has driven that area 
knows there’s a precarious curve at , 
the intersection. 

State Police in Ypsilanti had little 
to offer. No they weren’t reluctant to 
talk about it — they’re conditioned to 
handle fatalities. 

“We can’t tell what really hap- 
pened except the driver of the car — 
whoever it was — failed to negotiate 
the curve and the vehicle left the 
roadway on the right shoulder," said 
the trooper who answered the phone 
call. We’re still investigating the 
accident.” » 

Peter Lannisse, 21, was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at Beyer 
Hospital in Ypsilanti. 

Lannisse’s passenger, a girl by the 
name of Theresa, is reported in cri- 
tical condition in St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital. 

“The victim s were tossed out of 
the vehicle , ” the trooper added .“It’s 
sad and a tragedy. But we had 
another D.O.A. last night. Do you ' 
want that one too?”

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Vietnam Veteran War Memorial: Meaning for all who served

Last week in the nation s Capitol a 
national architectural association dis- 
played the winning — and runnerup — 
designs in a national competition to 
select a fitting memorial for all Amer- 
icans who served in the thankless war 
called Vietnam 

The chosen design, quietly elegant in 
form and structure, has drawn critic 
ism from numerous veterans groups 
and individuals as not truly representa- 
tive of the bitter Southeast Asia conflict 
Some veterans have even seen the win- 
ning entry — designed by a former 21- 
year-old Yale architecture student 
named Maya Ying Lin — as a wry joke 
perpetuated on “straight” America 

Lin’s design consists of two elongated 
reposing walls that meet to shape an 
open V. The backside of the black gra 
nite memorial will be level with the 
ground, while the front side will gra 
dually slope down to a depth of ten feet 
where the walls meet The names of 
57.692 men and women who died in the 
war will be inscribed in the memorial in 
chronological order, beginning with the 


first fatality of the war and ending with 
the last 

This memorial, funded entirely bv pn 
vale contributions to the Vietnam Veter- 
ans Memorial Fund will be located on 
two acres of national park land near the 
Lincoln memorials Congress, in a joinl 
resolution, authorized the memorial on 
July 1. 1980 

Admittedly, the new war memorial 
does not speak of marching soldiers, vic- 
tory parades, flowing banners, or stir 
ring band music. It does not even make 
statements about military victory, de 
feat, war or peace Instead, it serves as 
a synthesis for memories images, and 
experiences from those who served — 
and sacrificed — ui the rice paddies, 
skys, and s**as of Vietnam. 

Such remembrances — often vivid im- 
ages of the war — and the private, re- 
flective thoughts of some Vietnam com- 
bat veterans were the topics of quiet 
conversation recently in Washington 
D C when a small group of men from 
different services gathered to recall 
their days together They also discussed 
the new war emorial Most interes- 


tingly. many things recalled about Viet- 
nam were not horrible or gruesome 
Without question, some experiences 
were devastating to mind and spirit, 
while others were sad and poignant 
But a few experiences — in retrospect — 
were funny, and even uplifting All. 
however, were part of the fabric of the 
Vietnam war They show the total di- 
versity of the Vietnam experience — 
and thus the difficulty — of producing a 
Vietnam veterans’ war memorial 
accurately reflective of the millions of 
uniquely personal experiences coming 
from that conflict 

What were some of the w ar memor- 
ies” recalled by the group of veterans'’ 

• A tightly flown formation of Army 

Huey' gunships and assault helicop- 
ters twisting and turning like a hundred 
buzzing bees into a dangerous landing 
zone where enemy forces might — or 
might not — be in ambush 

• Two Viet Cong girls, aged 11 or 12. 
sneaking up behind an Army bus in 
Saigon, hooking two large plastic bombs 
on wire mesh covering the bus's win- 
dows to keep out hand grenades tossed 


by VC terrorists Thirty GLs diving off 
the bus at once The two girls, racing 
away, suddenly exploding, victims of 
other plastic bombs they were carrying 
The bombs on the bus never detonated 

• A young Army officer needing a 
plague” booster shot reporting to a 

medical facility next to the Ton Son Nhut 
Air Base mortuary where a dozen Kha- 
ki-clad. tearful Marines unloaded 
scores of bloody . green plastic bags with 
bodies in them onto the ground for later 
loading into aluminum coffins stacked 
nearby The coffins were next to a goll 
course 

• A courageous young Air force cap- 
tain on a daring nightime F-4 fighter 
strike mission near the Northern Coast 
of Vietnam suddenly realizing his llight 
leader had placed them in an inverted 
( upside down ) position five hundred feet 
above ground at 600 miles per hour mo- 
ments from bomb release The Captain 
quietly told his flight leader, a Colonel, 
not to release his weapons — or pull back 
on the stick. The Colonel dutifully 
obeyed 

• Vietnamese and American C-47 


Flareship” and “Spooky” aircraft 
pouring thousands of rounds of tracers 
into a tree line on a crystal clear night at 
Bien Hoa A GI on the ground remem- 
bers looking up and seeing a GI on the 
gunship lighting a cigarette moments 
before the aircraft sudenly exploded in a 
hall of flame — a casualty to enemy 
ground fire 

• A Marine rifleman getting into a 
brawl in a rural Vietnamese village bar 
It took a half-dozen security police to 
subdue him Earlier that morning on 
patrol the Marine had discovered the 
nude and decapitated body of a husky 
young American on a trail Twenty 
yards more down the trail he found the 
Americans head stuck on a bamboo 
stick 

• One Navy crewman on river patrol 
remembers the beautiful sun-streaked 
foggy mornings on the river — and the 
constant frustation of firing at hidden 
enemy positions in the jungle at the riv- 
er’s edge “I remember thinking that I 
was being treated unfairly,” he said “1 
had no place to hide ” 

• A F-105 “Thunderchief pilot re- 


turning from a “Rolling Thunder” 
(bombing of North Vietnam) mission 
over Hanoi landing at Udorn Air Base. 
Thailand to discover a full-length Rus- 
sian-built missile jammed up his air- 
craft’s tailpipe 

• A young GI sitting in the airport at 
Saigon directly under a giant hole in the 
building s roof where a 120 millimeter 
rocket had blown a 50 foot wide hole a 
week earlier Asked why he w r as sitting 
in the open — rather than behind nearby 
sandbags — the soldier answered that 
the chances of the Viet Cong launching a 
rocket at exactly the same coordinates 
were 1 million to one He sat there all 
night until his date of estimated return 
from overseas occurred at 8 a m., when 
he flew’ home 

• A Marine armored personnel car- 
rier crew’ who somehow got lost near Da 
Nang and were ambushed by the Viet 
Cong The crew’s last communication 
was a cryptic “Had it.” 

• A North Vietnamese farmer: who 
lived on a mountain top near the western 
edge of the Red River Valley, quietly

Cranberry-Strawberry Jam 

4 cups prepared fruit (2 cups fresh cranberries and 2 pack- 
ages ( 10 oz. each) frozen strawberries in quick thaw pouch 
5 l< i cups (2 lb . 6 oz.) sugar 
Mi bottle liquid fruit pectin 


First prepare the fruit. Grind 2 cups cranberries. Thaw 
strawberries as directed on package. Combine ground cran- 
berries with thawed strawberries and measure 4 cups into a 
very large saucepan. 

Then make the jam. Thoroughly mix sugar into fruit in 
saucepan. Place over high heat, bring to a full rolling boil and 
boil hard 1 minute, stirring constantly. Remove from heat and 
at once stir in fruit pectin. Skim off foam with metal spoon 
Then stir and skim for 5 minutes to cool slightly and prevent 
floating fruit. Ladle quickly into glasses and cover at once 
with % inch hot paraffin. Or use glasses with tight-fighting 
lids. Makes about 6- 1 * cups or 9 (6-fl. oz.) glasses. 

Note: Cranberries may be chopped in an electric blender, if 
desired. Place in blender a few at a time so that the blades are 
just covered Then from low to high until berries are finely 
chopped (not pureed). 

Citrus Jelly 

2 cups orange juice (6 medium oranges) 

V 4 cup lemon juice (2 medium lemons) 

3 *ri cups (1-Mi lb.) sugar 

M bottle liquid fruit pectin 

First prepare the juice. Squeeze and strain the juice in 
saucepan. Place over high heat and bring to a boil, stirring 
constantly. At once stir in fruit pectin. Then bring to a full 
rolling boil and boil hard 1 minute, stirring constantly Re- 
move from heat, skim off foam with metal spoon, and pour 
quickly into glasses and cover at once with % inch hot para- 
ffin. Or use glasses with tight-fitting lids Makes 3 -V 4 cups or 
about 4 (6-fi. oz.) glasses. 

Note. Jelly may be slow in setting.

She’d hardly turned her back when he sprang to life, 
jumped off the sill, and shouted : “Run . run . fast as you can. 
You can’t catch me. I’m the gingerbread man!” 

So. at Christmas time, children the world over dream of 
catching that elusive edible “man.” Variations are popu- 
lar. too. as in Belgium’s “Engel Kock ”, cookies baked in 
angel shapes ; ‘ Specaloos ’ ’ molded like Santa Claus ( or the 
Austrian “Krampus ”). their name for the gingerbread 
man Moravian children were especially fond of the dark, 
spicy cookies formed like people, animals or birds. 

Whatever the shape, the important point is that yet 
another kind of Christmas cookie was added to those 
already in recipe collections. The spicy, dark, rich cookie 
(that might be more cake-like because of eggs) can be 
made in a soft version as well Ginger was the primary 
spice then, but others have since been used. 


The addition for your recipe files (and mark that “Holi- 
day Recipes”) comes from a friend who reads this column 
w-ay out in what we hope is sunny Arizona. She says she 
prefers we don’t publish her name (aw, come on) and that 
she has to give credit to a neighbor who served it at a recent 
cocktail party. 

This one sounds perfect (and easy, to boot) for all that 
entertaining that’s facing hostesses and guests alike 
(meaning — you might want to take it along in a pretty 
dish as a gift for that hostess who’s taken the time 

to give a party.) 

SIMPLE SHRIMP DIP 

1 8 -oz. pkg. cream cheese 
4 tablespoons mayonnaise 

2 tablespoons catsup 

2 teaspoons light mustard 
dash garlic salt 

2 cups cooked, canned shrimp, drained 
•2 cup finely chopped celery 
*2 cup finely chopped onion 

Mix first five ingredients until creamy and smooth Add 
shrimp and mash a bit (or leave whole if you prefer) and 
then final two ingredients Serve with raw- vegetables, 
snack crackers, bread sticks or melba toast

Funny acts are common at Comedy Castle

Mark Ridley s Comedy Castle is not. 
as someone said, located in a mobile 
trailer. True. Ridley has moved the 
popular comedy club around a bit since 
it’s inception, but he says that with the 
new location inside Maximilian s at 4616 
Woodward in Royal Oak, he’s finally 
satisfied that the Comedy Castle has, at 
last, found a permanent home. 

Once inside, it’s a quick left and down 
a flight of stairs and voila , there you are 
The room is not too wide, which keeps 
things intimate, but it is deep, so the 
weekend rush can be accommodated, 
too. The drinks are reasonably priced 
and the waitresses are very friendly, 
both of which add to the pleasant atmos- 
phere All of which is nice, but not the 
main reason for being there; Bring on 
the Comics ! 

Proof positive of the quality of local 
comedians is presented at every show, 
as two “locals” open for the main act 
And this night, as has been the case ev- 
ery' time I’ve been to the Comedy Castle, 
the opening acts were good enough to 
have been the headliners. 

First up was Kevin O’Neil, who 
opened with a one-man version of Dq- 
vo s “Whip It,” only with new lyrics. 
“Pick it. Pick it good” he sang And in 
case you haven’t guessed, the subject 
wasn’t roses, but noses. 

He won my seal of approval with a 
joke about the city that always sleeps, 
my next-door neighbor Taylor. Talking 
about its infamous school system 
O’Neil lamented, “Any school district 
that makes it mandatory for first and 
second graders to learn how to keep 


their own bowling scores is all right in 
my book ” 

Next was Tim Allen, a nice guy who 
reminded me of the kid I always hated in 
high school because he always got A s. 
But his Young Republican demeanor 
(which to me. is anyone not wearing ten- 
nis shoes) had nothing to do with an act 
that featured some brilliant satire at 
Ronald Reagan s expense. 

“Reagan is so old I bet he remem- 
bers when he could've said Hey. I could- 
’ve had a V-l!’ He probably made his 
first movie for 17th Century Fox'” 
While both acts were very good. Allen 
seems further along on stage presence, 
and I predict good things for him in the 
near future. 

Finally, it was time for Bob Saget. 

I first saw Bob perform about four 
years ago as part of a college tour spon- 
sored by L A ’s Comedy Store (which 
has spawned Richard Pryor. Robin Wil- 
liams. and countless others), and have 
made it a point not to miss an area per- 
formance since. He was a regular on 
“Make Me Laugh.” just completed a 
guest spot on “Bosom Buddies,” and is a 
regular guest on the Merv Griffin Show. 
If you’re lucky , you saw him a few weeks 
back on Evening At The Improv, so you 
know what I know; this guy’s good. 

Bob’s act is based in mock-pity, which 
establishes his base character as one 
who says "I'm not here to ask for your 
friendship . I’m here to beg for it.” 

After the show, we talked about what 
it’s like trying to make it big in show biz. 

Those of you who are (or were) class 
clowns and think “hey. I could do that 
stuff easy," ought to be aware of a few 
facts concerning the writing of mate- 
rial. Bob states that i ’ll write about ten 
hours a week, and out of that get about

seven minutes of material I can try out, 
and out of that get maybe a minute-and- 
a-half that I can use ” That’s true for all 
comics, lest you think Bob is just parti- 
cularly slow or something. 

When last I talked with him, he 
seemed extremely cynical and depress- 
ed. Not now. I asked him what brought 
about the change. 

“I’m real happy now because I’m 
really in love. It’s been good for me. 
We re getting married in May and we re 
both real happy. She’s a lawyer, so she 
works hard, and she writes jokes for me, 
too. 

“She came up with that one (which 
was used in the show) where 1 told her I 
wanted to make love with her badly, and 
she said At least you don’t overestimate 
yourself.’” 

Bob’s taking it all in stride now. As he 


says, i know where I ’ve got to go right 
now with what I’m doing, and that’s 
another reason why I’m happier now 
than I was a year ago. because when 
you’re really young, you don’t know 
what your goals are. and then when you 
finally do establish what you want, then 
you look at yourself in respect to your 
potential, and it makes everything else 
easier to decide what you want to do 

•‘Eventually, I want to get into films 
When I was in grad school I figured I 
wanted to write and direct, so I asked 
myself when could I do it. and I came up 
with in my mid-thirties, maybe early 
forties. As a matter of fact though, I just 
made a two-minute short to show on the 
Griffin show.” 

You may be wondering. “Hey. if this 
guy’s so good, how come he’s playing 
small clubs in Royal Oak?” 

OK. Bob. you take that one: “Mark 
Ridley is a great guy And that’s why 
most of the comics keep coming back, 
’cause I'm at the point now where I don’t 
have to stay on the road financially 

“And for my career, it’s hard, be- 
cause I’m away from L A. (where he 
lives) so I can’t go out on readings, ! 
miss auditions and stuff But I do it now 
because I’m still paying dues and de- 
veloping.” 

By the way, if. when Bob’s on the 
Tonight Show in a few months, you hear 
him define a Freudian Slip as a slip with 
“I Love Mom” on it, you’ll know it’s my 
punchline. 

The Comedy Castle features shows ev- 
ery Wednesday through Saturday, with 
open microphone night on Tuesdays for 
you aspiring comedians. For more in- 
formation and the schedule of upcoming 
talent, call 549-2323.

A carnal encounter be- 
tween Carter and Gal- 
lagher seemed totally out 
of the question, consider- 
ing the fact that they had 
nothing in common, but it 
happened anyway. 

Only the drawing pow- 
er of Field Newman can 
save this film from box- 
office disaster There are 
just too many obvious 
flaws.

Belleville High's lone representa- 
tive to the Class A state swimming 
championships. Laura Kuhr. wound 
up her prep swim career in high 
style. 

Miss Kuhr turned in a 54 30 to cap-

John Glenn split two low-scoring 
games last week, but picked the most 
important one to win its first game of the 
young season 

Coach Dan Henry's inexperienced 
Rockets dropped a 52-49 overtime deci- 
sion to Taylor Kennedy in non-league 
action before roaring back Friday night 
to edge Garden City East 42-38 in their 
Northwest Suburban League opener 

"We were just not mentally ready 
against Kennedy." Henry pointed out. 

We weren't settled— and even though 
we led the entire game, including the 
overtime, mistakes cost us the game 
On the other hand, we played a lot 
better against East We hustled and 
played defense like John Glenn has a 
history of playing." said Henry, now in 
his third year as varsity coach of the 
Rockets. 

Glenn’s defense was all over the court 
in holding the Panthers to a paltry 13 
field goals for the entire game The 
Rockets defense was truly masterful in 
the third period when it held the host 
team to only one point for the eight mi- 
nute quarter 

Pacing Glenn’s attack were center 
Jack Walker with 15 points and 19 re- 
bounds and Rick Wilson with nine mar- 


kers and 15 caroms East 's mighty mite 
guard. 5-foot-6 Mike Curylo. tossed in 
five field goals and three free throws for 
13 points, the only Panther in double- 
figures 

Glenn trailed 8 6 after the first stanza 
of the deliberate-paced game, but got 
running in the second period for a 17-15 
margin to knot the score at 23-all as the 
teams strolled off the court at intermis- 
sion The Rockets contested every East 
shot in the third period as it managed a 
7-1 advantage, holding the Panthers to a 
single free throw for eight minutes 
Glenn's 30-24 third quarter lead was 
threatened by East’s 14-12 final quarter 
margin, but the Rockets maintained at 
least a four-point lead up to the buzzer 
• East went to a slow-dow n offense and 
looked for the good shot But Glenn con- 
tested every shot they threw* up and we 
grabbed the rebounds to limit them to 
only one point in the third period." Hen- 
ry said 

"We were mentally ready against 
East and didn’t repeat the terrible mis- 
takes that had cost us the Taylor Ken- 
nedy game three nights earlier Glenn 
players don't like to be losers and they 
battled hard to beat East ' 

It was a different story against Taylor 


Kennedy 

Traveling to the gym that some call 
The Dungeon because of its layout. 
Glenn battled the Eagles to a 10-10 first 
period deadlock before pulling to a 22-16 
halftime lead The Rockets clung to a 
slim 32-28 margin after three quarters 
before a 14 10 last quarter bulge by Ken- 
nedy sent the game into overtime tied at 
42-all 

Kennedy always slows dmvn the play 
and we couldn t get our running game 
going One good thing came out of the 
disappointing loss at Kennedy." Henry 
said "I found out who the top eight play- 
ers are. Kennedy had seven or eight 
drives down the lane to the basket and no 
one stepped in to defend against them. 
But we showed films of the Glenn- 
Kennedy game to our players before we 
played East and the players responded 
with a really good effort ’ 

Glenn led the entire game before Ken- 
nedy tied it at 42-all in regulation. Then 
the Rockets led 46-42 with two minutes to 
go in the 3-minute overtime period when 
Glenn took some bad shots and had the 
ball stolen as the Eagles outscored their 
visitors. 10-7 . for the 52-49 non-league 
win. 

Dan Reitmeyer. a 6-2 forward, 


pumped in 15 points on good drives to the 
hoop and 6th man Joe Sutyak, a 6 1 for 
ward, added 12 for Kennedy Bob Haw- 
ley fired in seven field goals and 3 of-4 
free throw attempts for 17 Rocket mar- 
kers and teammate Greg Gill chipped in 
12 points on six baskets. 

Glenn s record is 1-2 overall and 1-0 in 
Northwest Suburban League play as the 
Rockets prepare to host Redford Thur- 
ston Friday night in conference action 
after being idle Tuesday of this week 
Thurston is undefeated going into 
this week and w*e‘d like nothing better 
than to knock them off when they come 


here Friday night." Henry said. 

Next week. Glenn joins Taylor Ken- 
nedy. Cherry Hill and Wayne Memorial 
at the latter’s gym for the Christmas 
Holiday Classic on Tuesday and 
Wednesday, Dec 22 . 23. Glenn tangle^ 
with Kennedy at 6 p m. Dec. 22 and 
Wayne plays Cherry Hill in the second 
game of the holiday double-header at 8 
pm 

On Wednesday. Dec. 23. the two losers 
from Tuesday’s games will meet in the 
consolat ion game at 6 p m . while the twrf

Members of the Huron Township 
Board of Trustees have agreed to an $800 
expenditure for the repair of the roof on 
fire hall number one in the township, 
but are going to further investigate the 
repair of fire hall number two 

While both fire stations’are in need of 
repair! the single bid for work on the 
buildings quoted a $3,800 expense for 
fire hall number two. 

According to Fire Chief Frank Marva- 
so, the problem is the metal deck in the 
building construction which permits the 
possibility of rust pockets. ‘The longer 
we let this go, the more chance of rust we 
have,” he told the board 

Township engineer Jerry Jarrett sug- 
gested the board investigate the possi- 


bility of a urethane roof which is blown 
in over the existing structure and then 
sealed. 

“This provides terrific insulation and 
goes on right over the old roof. Tearing 
off the old roof is a large part of the labor 
expense,” he explained. “Dow Chemic- 
al will examine the roof at no cost,” he 
added 

The engineer cited a building of 4,000 
sq. ft with a gas bill of only $90 as an 
example of the insulation effectiveness 
of the new type of roofing material. 

Board members agreed to investigate 
this possibility and to reject the bid for 
station number two, but accept the prop- 
osed work for station number one.
